DURING the summer seme 
children hav e, thanks to TV, 
spent quiet perio ds during lo ng 
ho t day s away fro m dang ers o f 
the street, and many o f these 
children hav e learned a g o o d deal 
therefro m. 
Unfo rtunately , no t nearly all 
o f these children feel quiet in­ 
side while they v iew certain ex ­ 
citing pro g rams. It’s better when 
they usually see no t-to d-stimu- 
lating pro g rams. 
Mo re Desirable Pro g rams v 
Wise parents help their chil­ 
dren, especially the y o ung er o nes, 
to select the mo re desirable pro ­ 
g rams (many o f which are ex ­ 
cellent, indeed), o ften enjo y ing 
g o o d pro g rams with their chil­ 
dren. These wise parents also 
deny their y o ung children cer­ 
tain undesirable pro g rams, and 
limit within reaso n the to tal 
amo unt o f time they may watch 
TV. 
But 
these 
limitatio ns 
will 
hardly 
pro v e 
desirable 
unless 
o ther amusement» are av ailable. 
At such time g reat parental ef­ 
fo rt may be required at reading 
to the y o ung er children, stimu­ 
lating and directing them and 
o lder children in creativ e and 
co nstructiv e fun alo ne o r with 
their play mates. 
Of co urse, no parent sho uld de­ 
lude herself that she can alway s 
make o ther amusements so at­ 
tractiv e that the child will readily 
cho o se them in preference to TV 
o r radio pro g rams. Ho wev er, this 
mieht happen after a lo ng -co n- 


tfliued practice of substitutions. 
But most parents m igh t as well 
adm it th a t controlling TV’s uso 
by th eir ch ildren will require for- 
biddings for some wh ile, at le4Wt. 
Yet, obviously , th ese forbiddinga 
will be accepted with less resist­ 
ance wh en substitutes can be 
made fairly attractive. 
Substitute Amusements 
One good source of wh olesome 
substitute am usem ent is in th e 
large array of good records from 
wh ich y oung ch ildren can select 
and play for th emselves. A great 
jmany of th ese are available, and 
various concerns h ave provided 
good sets of rccords selected with 
th e afti of experts. 
Among oth er good substitutes 
are good books and ch ildren’s 
magazines. Parents wh o h ave 
been reading to th eir ch ildren 
from th e tim e th ese ch ildren 
were barely two, and wh o h awe 
cooperated 
with 
teach ers aixi 
librarians 
in 
stim ulating 
th e 
sch ool-age ch ild to read, can be 
relatively successful at prom ot­ 
ing th ese substitutes. Some p ar­ 
ents wisely require ch ildren of 
elem entary sch ool age to devote 
some regular time to reading 
oth er th an sch ool books th e y ear 
around. 
One of th e big problems with 
TV, not only for ch ildren but also 
for parents, is th at reading is 
often lessened because excessive 
time is spent viewing. It’s often 
a problem of self-m anagem ent 
by parents. Some parents really 
ch oose to discipline th emselves so 
as not to let 
TV drive th em to 
i^m parative illiteracy .
